Street fights 
Flare In Cuba 


HAVANA (UPI) - Scattered 
street fights between Castro sup­ 
porters and an opposing faction 
broke out Monday after 5,000 per 
sons demonstrated before th e 
Swiss embassy for aid in leaving 
Cuba.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — The 
United States plans to land an 
expeditionary force of robot de­ 
tectives on Mars in 1966 to search 
for life there.

developed or studied to carry out 
the exciting assignment on M ars’ 
surface. 
The Mars landing would start 
answering “ the question of how 
common life is” in the universe, 
a Princeton scientist said, and 
that is one of the “most impor­ 
tant scientific questions of our 
century.” 
“ Perhaps Mars is sterile. But 
we’re working on the postulate 
there may be some forms of 
life,” said Dr. Freeman H. Quim­ 
by of the National Aeronautics 
and 
Space 
Administration. 
He 
gave the 1966 date. 
The first detectors will be de­ 
signed to hunt for bacteria, the 
most common form of life on 
earth, he told the American As­ 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Science. 
One detector device, the sticky 
string, 
has 
already

an­ 
nounced. It would pick up a sam ­ 
ple of soil, letting any bacteria 
in it grow in a culture medium 


"tagged” with radioactive atoms.

pay the bill either through in­ 
creased taxes or through infla­ 
tion. 
With all that is promised to 
young people in the form of free 
I education, 
college 
scholarships, 
etc,, in addition to the above­ 
mentioned help, this means that 
the employed people, from ages 
25 to 65. must carry the entire 
burden. Sometime they will rebel, 
but it will not be in 1963 although 
it might come at the next presi­ 
dential election. 
Certainly the 
enactment of a "real” all-inclu­ 
sive tax cut is no sure thing. It 
may look good to the “working 
man” but not to investors or 
employers. 


The Dollar and Gold 


The purchasing power of our 
dollar will gradually be less, but 
this statement applies also to the 
icurrency of all countries. If our 
dollar declines in value it will be 
i the same for every nation. If we 


devalue the dollar or temporarily 
look prosperous by phony book­ 
keeping, the other nations will 
gradually follow suit and we will 
all wind up where we started. 
The dollar will not be devalued 
in 1963, although the Wall Street 
and Lombard Street brokers will 
put out propaganda to the con­ 
trary. 
Now, a final word with regard 
to gold. 
The United States will 
continue to lose gold on balance 
during 1963. 
The only way to 
prevent it in 1963 is for us to 
export more goods and import 
less. This would require certain 
sacrifice on the part of our people. 
Since my trip to Africa, I have 
concluded that the answer is in 
producing more gold rather than 
leaving it underground. 
If gold 
had a free market, its production 
would increase naturally and it 
would then represent one of the 
safest and most profitable invest­ 
ments available today. 
Another 


one may be uranium oxide. 
Of course, large ouantities of 
gold may be found on the surface 
of the moon—which brings me to 
my final subject, which I hope 
readers will take seriously. 
Going to the Moon 
Nobody will reach the moon in 
1963 or in 1964, but you will see 
more and more about it in the 
newspapers during 1964—or 1965. 
Do not think that the United 
States will be the only country 
preparing for this trip. 
Russia, 
England, France, Germany, and 
possibly China are preparing to­ 
day to go to the moon. With labor 
getting 15 cents for a twelve-hour 
day in China and with booster 
engines purchasable abroad, Chi­ 
na may be the first to get to the 
moon. China does not need to be 
a member of the United Nations 
in order to send a rocket and 
three men to the moon and return. 
China’s trip to the moon may be 
financed by foreign capital. Chi- 


na will win the territory it wants 
in 
India 
and 
ultimately 
get 
Burma. 
Buying of “ going to the moon’ 
stocks may become a very active 
speculation. The original boosters 
will be paid for by some govern­ 
ment, but their operation will be 
left for profit. The situation may 
compare with our great “gold 
rush” in 1849. 
However, it will 
not be limited to gold, but will 
also include diamonds, platinum, 
and perhaps other elements which 
are not yet in our chemistry 
books. 
My great - grandparents 
were all seafaring men taking 
people from New England down 
the E ast Coast of South America 
around 
the Horn and 
up the 
Pacific Coast — a trip of two 
months. The astronauts say that 
they can make the trip to the 
moon easily in less than four 
days. One final thought: 
If the 
Kennedy Administration gets into 
too much of a jam between taxes 


and inflation, the promotion of 
trips to the moon may pull them 
out of their troubles. By enticing 
private capital which is now in 
need of some attractive specula­ 
tive investments, this might even 
bring about another big stock 
market boom in the late Sixties.

To day is the day fo r reso lutio ns and sto cktaking. 
I haven’t been at the jo b o f writing a daily co lumn 
fo r lo ng eno ugh to kno w what I sho uld make reso lutio ns 
abo ut, but in taking sto ck fo r the future I find, amid 
a welter o f perils, o ne thing that is vastly enco uraging: 
we have a President who is willing to admit mistakes. 
^ In lo o king back o n the Bay o f Pigs catastro phe, when 
air co ver was withheld fro m the brave Cubans who 
sto rmed the beach o nly to fall into Castro ’s clutches. 
President Kennedy has co nfessed that he perso nally 
pulled a bo o -bo o . 
This, unless I have been asleep at certain impo rtant 
junctures during the past half century , is so mething 
that is abso lutely unprecedented. 
The standard high level pro cedure has been to 
admit no thing and, when things have o bvio usly go n« 
wro ng, to pick o ut a co nvenient scapego at and let him 
go to the sacrificial blo ck.

No bo dy 
ha s stepped fo rwa rd to ta ke the bia me fo r the 
phy sica i iso ia tio n o f West Beriin fro m the rest o f the 
Free Wo rid. No bo dy ha s a ccepted respo nsibility fo r 
co nfusing the Chinese Co mmunists with the so uth­ 
ern a g ra ria ns who put Tho ma s Jefferso n into the 
White Ho use in 1 8 01 . The list mig ht be ex tended 
a lmo st to infinity , but it Is o nly cha rita ble to limit 
it to a few ex a mples. 


While we are o n the subject, ho wever, it wo uld be 
fair to recall that so me o f the sacrificial go ats are still 
in the land o f the living. It is still no t to o late fo r 
tendering the so rt o f apo lo gies to them that might 
make their declining day s a little happier than they 
are o therwise likely to be. 
There is o ld Admiral Husband E. Kimmel, fo r 
ex ample. He lives in Gro to n, Co nn., no t far fro m the 
Electric Bo at Co mpany shipy ards in which the ato mic 
submarines are o utfitted. Amid the bustle o f prepara­ 
tio ns fo r a po ssible naval war o f the future, he bro o ds 
upo n naval campaigns o f the past which he was 
co mpelled, as a sacrificial go at, to sit o ut. 
Yet what did Admiral Kimmel, victim o f the 
Japanese attack o n Pearl Harbo r, do to deserve the 
ro le o f go at? Far mo re was kno wn in Washingto n than 
at Kimmel’s po st in Hawaii abo ut the impending plans 
o f the Japanese during that first o mino us week o f 
December in 1941. 
The Admiral’s superio rs, fro m 
Co mmander-in-Chief Ro o sevelt and Admiral Haro ld 
Stark o n do wn, knew o n December 6 fro m a cracked 
Japanese co de message that war was co ming so meho w, 
so mewhere, the nex t day , but no mo ve was made to 
warn Pearl Harbo r. 
Unwilling to sho ulder the blame fo r passivenesa 
themselves, the Washingto n autho rities fo isted every ­ 
thing o ff o n Kimmel and o n the army co mmander in 
Hawaii. Lieutenant General Walter Sho rt. 
General 
Sho rt is no w dead, and no apo lo gy can reach him, but 
Kimmel is very much alive—and still waiting vindica­ 
tio n fro m tho se who might o ffer it to him. 
Ano ther sacrificial victim who still walks the earth 
is General Do uglas .MacArthur. He was remo ved fro m 
his Pacific co mmand fo r having the temerity —and the 
fo resight—to insist that the Chinese Co mmunists were 
co mmitted to riding an imperialist tide that co uld 
easily engull the who le wo rld. But no bo dy has apo lo - 
, gized to him, o r o therwise mo ved to remo ve the single 
o fficial blo t o n his o therwise immaculate name. 


The business o f insisting o n Justice fo r sa crificia l 
g o a ts is a n unpro fita ble o ne. fo r no bo dy likes to 
listen to a ca ta lo g ue o f repro a ches tha t echo es tha t 
a ncient refra in o f “ I to ld y o u so .’* It is fa r belter 
when the a utho r o f a mista ke spea ks up a nd 
a bso lv es the sa crificia l g o a t o n his o wn. 


After the Bay o f Pigs disaster, certain changes were 
made in the Central Intelligence Agency . So me CIA 
peo ple who had favo red a “hard” appro ach to Castro 
disappeared fro m familiar haunts alo ng the Po to mac— 
and the natural co nclusio n was that they were being 
punished fo r advo cating that air co ver be ex tended to 
the Cuban invaders. If anciet precendent had co ntinued 
to prevail, the injustice to the “hards" in the CIA 
wo uld never have been co rrected. Ho wever, the miracle 
has happened: 
President Kennedy has inferentially 
co nfessed that the CIA “hards” were right after all. 
And in taking the blame fo r erro r upo n his o wn 
sho ulders, he has sho wn that he has a rare po tential 
bo th fo r fairness and fo r gro wth.

The public saw little o f this 
side o f the President, fo r few men 
have been better scho o led at co n­ 
cealing their inner emo tio ns. He 
carefully set o ut to build up pub­ 
lic co nfidence in himself. Peo ple 
were uneasy abo ut his y o uth, his 
Catho licism, his sudden rise to 
po wer. 


Expense- Account Diary' Idea May Backfire 


WASHINGTON - The U. S. 
Treasury may rue the day it 
ever mentio ned the idea o f keep­ 
ing an “ex pense-acco unt diary ,” 
Fo r, judging by the talk that’s 
being heard no waday s, the treas­ 
ury may actually lo se hundreds 
o f millio ns o f do llars o f revenue 
that it has been co llecting here­ 
to fo re, because the tax pay er no w 
will avail himself o f every tax 
deductio n to which he is entitled. 
The revenue derived fro m the 
carelessness o f the citizen in fail­ 
ing to claim legally specified de­ 
ductio ns is pro bably far larger 
than the amo unts that have been 
lo st annually to the treasury by 
impro per ex pense-acco unt claims. 
Thus, go vernment o fficials said 
this week that the treasury is 
ho ping to co llect o nly abo ut $100 
millio n a y ear mo re in revenue 
than befo re by being strict o n 
ex pense acco unts. But if the citi­ 
zens start claiming every legal 
deductio n 
a nd 
start 
keeping 
reco rds o f the amo unts they pay 
o ut in sales tax es alo ne, it co uld 
co st the treasury many millio ns 
o f do llars. 
So me idea o f the huge amo unts 
invo lved can be infered fro m the 
fact that, in 19 60, the states co l­ 
lected $l8j)illio n and the co unties 
and cities" $18.1 billio n in tax es 
o f all kinds. This to tals $36.1 
billio n in tax es which are gener­ 
ally deductible o n federal tax re­ 
turns. 
Yet 
all 
the 
deductio ns 
claimed by individuals fo r these 
tax es 
aded 
up 
to 
o nly 
$10.5 
billio n. 
No w, there are no co mparable 
figures as to what co rpo ratio ns 
o r businesses claimed as deduc­ 
tio ns just fo r state and lo cal tax 
pay ments, but their deductio ns 
fo r all tax es, including so me fed­ 
eral and fo reign tax es, added up 
to $19 .2 billio n in 19 60. The dis­ 
crepancy , it wo uld seem, co uld

therefo re amo unt to several bil­ 
lio ns o f do llars which co uld be 
legally deducted by bo th indivi­ 
duals and businesses. 
It also seems pro bable that, 
while businesses are claiming de­ 
ductio ns fo r sales tax es, indivi­ 
duals are no t. Many tax pay ers 
are no t aware that they have a 
right to deduct o n their federal 
inco me tax es every penny o f state 
o r lo cal sales tax that they pay 
at the sto res in their co mmuni­ 
ties. They are unaware also o f 
the fact that state inco me tax es, 
real-estate tax es, state tax es o n 


gaso line and cigarettes, auto mo ­

licenses,

EXCLISD'E C L IB -T he Co s­ 
mo s Club, o ne o f W’ashingto n’s 
mo st ex clusive, is pro bably o n its 
way to ward admitting President 
Kennedy to membership. But it 
has been a lo ng and to rto us ro ad 
that has befallen Kennedy ’s appli­ 
catio n, which was presented o nce 
befo re and withdrawn when the 
spo nso ring member resigned, 
Kennedy ’s name was put up fo r 
co nsideratio n by Jo hn K, Gal­ 
braith, Harvard eco no mist who is 
currently serving o n the New 
Fro ntier as U. S. ambassado r to 
India. The no minatio n, in no r­ 
mal co urse, wo uld have had clear 
sailing, but its spo nso r go t en­ 
meshed in a mo ve to “integrate” 
the d ub’s membership. 
Galbraith and so me o ther pro m­ 
inent Fro ntiersmen so ught to o b­ 
tain membership fo r a Negro , 
Carl Ro wan, a deputy assistant 
secretary o f State. When Ro wan’s 


applicatio n 
was 
rejected, 
Gal­ 
braith resigned, and, o f co urse, 
his spo nso rship o f President Ken­ 
nedy auto matically was cancelled 
o ut. It is ex tremely do ubtful that 
Kennedy wo uld have permitted 
his applicatio n to stand under the 
circumstances, any way . 
But no w the club has admitted 
its first Negro member, Jo hn 
Ho pe 
Franklin, 
histo rian 
a nd 
autho r 
no w 
teaching 
at Cam­ 
bridge 
University 
in 
England. 
And Galbraith has let it be kno wn 
that he wo uld like to be granted 
readmittance to the club. 
Galbraith wo n't say so , but it 
is assumed in Co smo s circles that 
if he is readmitted, he will rein­ 
tro duce an applicatio n fo r Ken­ 
nedy ’s 
membership. 
And, 
o f 
co urse, Kennedy will no t be ad­ 
verse to jo ining no w that in- 
tegregatio n is a fact o f life in 
thee lub. 


Few peo ple kno w that lo sses due 
to theft o r accident and any acci­ 
dental damage to pro perty —such 
as damage caused by sto rms, 
flo o ds o r freezes—are deductible 
items fo r the tax pay er to the 
ex tent that they are no t co vered 
entirely by insurance.

In 19 60, appro x imately 
46 per cent o f the tax pay ers list­ 
ed their deductio ns, whereas in 
19,50 wily 23 per cent did. 
W'ith the treasury publicizing 
the idea o f an ex pense-acco unt 
diary to be kept in o ne’s po cket, 
ho wever, there will be a handy 
way every mo ment o f the day to 
keep a reco rd o f legitimate ex ­ 
penses that are deductible o n 
federal inco me tax es. 
May be when all the tax deduc­ 
tio ns are added up, the treasury 
will wish it had never made such 
a fuss abo ut ex pense acco unts 
and had centered its attentio n in­ 
stead o n ferreting o ut tho se who 
were really cheating. Checking 
ex pense-acco unt items is likely to 
be 
a big 
headache and 
may 
easily co st the go vernment mo re 
than it takes in as a result o f 
the new check-up. 
One thing is clear—millio ns o f 
citizens do no t kno w that, by 
reaso n o f their carelessness in 
keeping track o f deuctible ex ­ 
penses, they are depriving them­ 
selves o f tax deductio ns and are, 
in effect, do nating big sums to 
the federal go vernment.

Of Eagles, Men 
And Environment 


Discovery of traces of DDT in unhatched 
eggs of the vanishing bald eagle has strength­ 
ened the suspicion of the New Jersey Audubon 
Society that insecticides are contributing to the 
disappearance of the species. 
Those in charge of the state’s mosquito 
control air-spray program in areas where the 
eagle once nested in comparatively healthy 
* number, disclaim any blame, arguing that the 
areial spraying is carefully regulated to avoid 
injury to bird or animal life. 
But whatever the reason, the bald eagle 
population in New Jersey and elsewhere has 
been dwindling steadily for two decades and the 
bird, a national symbol since 1782, is threatened 
by extinction. 
The fact that the eagle’s decline has paral­ 
leled the encroachment of civilization on its 
natural habitat has led ornithologists to the 
general conclusion that the species, because of 
a variety of factors — all human — cannot live 
successfully in man’s environment. 
While shedding a tear for the bald eagle, 
man might also ponder his own future in the 
environment he has created. For if he continues 
to poison the air he breathes with pollutants 
which, in the opinion of many public health 
authorities, bear a relationship to lung cancer 
and chronic pulmonary diseases, there is a 
question whether man can survive indefinitely. 


These Days

Capacity For Growth 


Today is the day for resolutions and stocktaking. 
I haven’t been at the job of writing a daily column 
for long enough to know what I should make resolutions 
about, but in taking stock for the future I find, amid 
a welter of perils, one thing that is vastly encouraging: 
■» we have a President who is willing to admit mistakes. 
* In looking back on the Bay of Pigs catastrophe, when 
air cover was withheld from the brave Cubans who 
stormed the beach only to fall into Castro’s clutches. 
President Kennedy has confessed that he personally 
pulled a boo-boo. 
This, unless I have been asleep at certain important 
junctures during the past half century, is something 
that is absolutely unprecedented. 
The standard high level procedure has been to 
admit nothing and, when things have obviously gono 
wrong, to pick out a convenient scapegoat and let him 
go to the sacrificial block. 


Nobody 
in high places, for example, has 
confessed to making a mistake at Yalta. Nobody 
has stepped forward to take the blame for tho 
physical isolation of West Berlin from the rest of the 
Free World. Nobody has accepted responsibility for 
confusing the Chinese Communists with the south­ 
ern agrarians who put Thomas Jefferson into tho 
White House in 1801. The list might be extended 
almost to infinity, but it Is only charitable to limit 
It to a few examples. 


While we are on the subject, however, it would be 
fair to recall that some of the sacrificial goats are still 
in the land of the living. It is still not too late for 
tendering the sort of apologies to them that might 
make their declining days a little happier than they 
are otherwise likely to be. 
There is old Admiral Husband E. Kimmel, for 
example. He lives in Groton, Conn., not far from the 
Electric Boat Company shipyards in which the atomic 
submarines are outfitted. Amid the bustle of prepara­ 
tions for a possible naval war of the future, he broods 
upon naval campaigns of the past which he was 
compelled, as a sacrificial goat, to sit out. 
Yet what did Admiral Kimmel, victim of the 
Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor, do to deserve the 
role of goat? Far more was known in Washington than 
at Kimmel’s post in Hawaii about the impending plans 
of the Japanese during that first ominous week of 
December in 1941. 
The Admiral’s superiors, from 
Commander-in-Chief Roosevelt and Admiral Harold 
Stark on down, knew on December 6 from a cracked 
Japanese code message that war was coming somehow, 
somewhere, the next day, but no move was made to 
warn Pearl Harbor. 
Unwilling to shoulder the blame for passiveness 
themselves, the Washington authorities foisted every­ 
thing off on Kimmel and on the army commander in 
Hawaii, Lieutenant General Walter Short. 
General 
Short is now dead, and no apology can reach him, but 
Kimmel is very much alive—and still waiting vindica­ 
tion from those who might offer it to him. 
Another sacrificial victim who still walks the earth 
is General Douglas MacArthur. He was removed from 
his Pacific command for having the temerity—and the 
foresight—to insist that the Chinese Communists were 
committed to riding an imperialist tide that could 
easily engulf the whole world. But nobody has apolo- 
v gized to him, or otherwise moved to remove the single 
official blot on his otherwise immaculate name. 


The business of insisting on justice for sacrificial 
goats is an unprofitable one, for nobody likes to 
listen to a catalogue of reproaches that echoes that 
ancient refrain of “I told you so." It is far better 
when the author of a mistake speaks up and 
absolves the sacrificial goat on his own. 


After the Bay of Pigs disaster, certain changes were 
made in the Central Intelligence Agency. Some CIA 
people who had favored a “hard” approach to Castro 
disappeared from familiar haunts along the Potomac— 
and the natural conclusion was that they were being 
punished for advocating that air cover be extended to 
the Cuban invaders. If anciet precendent had continued 
to prevail, the injustice to the “hards” in the CIA 
would never have been corrected. However, the miracle 
has happened: 
President Kennedy has inferentially 
confessed that the CIA “hards” were right after all. 
And in taking the blame for error upon his own 
shoulders, he has shown that he has a rare potential 
both for fairness and for growth.

A Sober President 


Two events jolted Kennedy with 
the stark reality of the Japanese 
destroyer which once crunched 
into his PT boat in the Pacific. 
One was the Bay of Pigs fiasco, 
the other his confrontation with 
Khrushchev in Vienna. 
A suddenly sober Jack Ken­ 
nedy, 
his 
confidence 
shaken, 
pulled back into his oval lion's 
den to lick his wounds. This was 
a period of agonizing personal re­ 
appraisal. He surrounded himself 
with trusted aides, tended to dis­ 
trust the experts he had inherited, 
whose advice he had accepted 
without being able to evaluate it. 
He was a lion whose mane had 
been singed and who was going 
to approach his next fire with ut­ 
most caution. 
During the past year, Kennedy 
has 
become 
better 
acquainted 
with his technicians, and his old 
confidence has been restored. But 
it is a more mature, more cau­ 
tious confidence. He is now im­ 
pressed more with the responsi­ 
bilities than the powers of his 
great office. 


Lines Of Loginess 


Other changes have occurred 
in the President during the past 
year. More and more, he betrays 
the loneliness of great decision, 
the isolation of the presidency. He 
has become more preoccupied, 
more inclined to sit alone with his 
thoughts. In deep crisis, he some­ 
times seeks the solitude he used 
to shun. 
He hasn't lost his sense of hu­ 
mor, but he seldom wisecracks 
now during the discussion of a 
grave problem. He puts off any 
banter until the solemn m atters 
are out of the way. Then he might 
ease the tension with a light 
rem ark. 
But his offhand remarks are 


likely to be grim. He wasn’t jok­ 
ing. for example, when he asked 
his friend, under Secretary of the 
Navy Paul Fay, Jr., whether he 
had built a bomb shelter. 
“No,” said Fay, 
"I 
built a 
swimming pool instead.” 
“You made a mistake,” said 
the President—and he meant itl 
Kennedy’s 
work 
habits 
have 
also changed. 
He 
takes 
more 
homework to his living quarters 
at night, stays up later to pore 
over papers. The lighted window 
on 
the 
third-floor-rear 
of 
the 
White House at 2 a. rn. is the 
President alone with a problem. 


JFK ’s Thin Skin 


Outwardly cool, Kennedy sizzles 
inwardly; often explodes in the 
privacy of his oval office. But it 
is almost always the small annoy­ 
ances that cause his anger to 
flare. A serious crisis makes him 
freeze, almost as if his blood had 
turned to ice. 
Normally, Kennedy is a man in 
motion, drumming his desk top 
with his fingers, rubbing a shav­ 
ing scar, flicking his teeth, some­ 
times impulsively snapping hie 
fingers. 
But when he is confronted with 
a real crisis, he suddenly be­ 
comes still, his voice calm, his 
manner cool. 
The past two years have height­ 
ened his impatience over petty 
irritations but deepened his cool­ 
ness in a crisis. 
Probably the President’s great­ 
est weakness is his thin skin. 
He has not yet learned to shako 
off criticism. His ire over tho 
New York Herald Tribune, for ex­ 
ample, was real indeed. 
A newspaper or a columnist 
may support him 90 per cent of 
the time, but it’s the IO per cent 
criticism 
that 
sticks 
in 
his 
throat. 
A strong president — in fact, 
a n y president — cannot avoid 
criticism. The longer he remains 
in office, the more enemies ho 
makes and the more bitter they 
become. 
If 
Kennedy 
remains 
sensitive to criticism, this could 
become his Achilles’ heel. 
But it must be said that John 
F. Kennedy has grown in office, 
that his character has been tem­ 
pered by the fires of crisis. 
The young lion is now wise la 
the ways of the jungle.

On 
Monday morning, the check turns 
out to be good, and Mr. King 
sues for false arrest, and col­ 
lects.

Wolf-type goes to Atlantic City, 
meets nice girl. Pretends to fall 
in love. Uses name of an old 
friend.

In 
time, he leaves for home. Three 
months later, his friend gets let­ 
ter saying that girl died suddenly, 
left her wealth to him. 
Two one-time lovers, now old, 
start correspondence. Agree they 
should have itkarried 30 years 


ago. Arrange to meet in New 
York hotel lobby. Each will wear 
a red flower, as identification.

"Looks The Same As The Last 


WASHINGTON - It was two 
years ago this month that John 
F. Kennedy came into the White 
House like a young lion, full of 
restless energy, suddenly finding 
himself king of the political jun­ 
gle. He felt exhilarated, cocksure 
over his new powers. 
Asked by a friend how he liked 
tho 
White House, Kennedy en­ 
thused: “This is a damn f i n e 
job!” 
But in some ways, he acted 
like a caged lion. He would pace 
the corridors, prowl around the 
White House, poke his shock head 
unexpectedly 
into 
subordinates’ 
offices, riffle through the paper­ 
work on their desks, not to pry 
but to speed up red tape. 
It was difficult for him to get 
used to going to work simply by 
riding the tiny elevator from his 
upstairs living quarters down to 
his oval office. 
Rather than summon his secre­ 
tary for dictation, he would stride 
into her office, shuffle through 
mail, dictate a quick letter stand­ 
ing up. He was informal with his

handyman, Mugsey O’Leary. 
The public saw little of this 
side of the President, for few men 
have been better schooled at con­ 
cealing their inner emotions.

People 
were uneasy about his youth, his 
Catholicism, his sudden rise to 
power. 


Expense-Account Diary' Idea May Backfire 


By David Lawrence 
WASHINGTON — The U. S. 
Treasury may rue the day it 
ever mentioned the idea of keep­ 
ing an “expense-account diary.” 
For, judging by the talk that’s 
being heard nowadays, the treas­ 
ury may actually lose hundreds 
of millions of dollars of revenue 
that it has been collecting here­ 
tofore, because the taxpayer now 
will avail himself of every tax 
deduction to which he is entitled. 
The revenue derived from tho 
carelessness of the citizen in fail­ 
ing to claim legally specified de­ 
ductions is probably far larger 
than the amounts that have been 
lost annually to the treasury by 
improper expense-account claims. 
Thus, government officials said 
this week that the treasury is 
hoping to collect only about $100 
million a year more in revenue 
than before by being strict on 
expense accounts. But if the citi­ 
zens start claiming every legal 
deduction 
a n d 
start 
keeping 
records of the amounts they pay 
out in sales taxes alone, it could 
cost the treasury many millions 
of dollars. 
Some idea of the huge amounts 
involved can be infered from the 
fact that, in 1960, the states col­ 
lected $18 billion and the counties 
and c itie r $18.1 billion in taxes 
of ail kinds. This totals $36.1 
billion in taxes which are gener­ 
ally deductible on federal tax re­ 
turns. 
Yet 
all 
the 
deductions 
claimed by individuals for these 
taxes 
aded 
up to only 
$10.5 
billion. 
Now, there are no camparable 
figures as to what corporations 
or businesses claimed as deduc­ 
tions just for state and local tax 
payments, but their deductions 
for all taxes, including some fed­ 
eral and foreign taxes, added up 
to $19.2 billion in 1960. The dis­ 
crepancy, it would seem, could 


therefore amount to several bil­ 
lions of dollars which could be 
legally deducted by both indivi­ 
duals and businesses. 
It also seems probable that, 
while businesses are claiming de­ 
ductions for sales taxes, indivi­ 
duals are not. Many taxpayers 
are not aware that they have a 
right to deduct on their federal 
income taxes every penny of state 
or local sales tax that they pay 
at the stores in their communi­ 
ties. They are unaware also of 
the fact that state income taxes, 
real-ostate taxes, state taxes on 


EXCLUSIVE CLUB—The Cos­ 
mos Club, one of Washington’s 
most exclusive, is probably on its 
way toward admitting President 
Kennedy to membership.

Few people know that losses due 
to theft or accident and any acci­ 
dental damage to property—such 
as damage caused by storms, 
floods or freezes—are deductible 
items for the taxpayer to the 
extent that they are not covered 
entirely by insurance. 
Many citizens do a good job of 
itemizing their deductions, 
but 
some persons take the easy way 
by 
lumping 
everything 
in 
a 
“standard 
deduction” 
just 
be­ 
cause they don’t want to take 
the trouble to make itemized re­ 
turns. 
There is a trend, however, to­ 
ward itemization on income-tax 
returns. In 1960, approximately 
46 per cent of the taxpayers list­ 
ed their deductions, whereas in 
1950 only 23 per cent did. 
With the treasury publicizing 
the idea of an expense-account 
diary to be kept in one’s pocket, 
however, there will be a handy 
way every moment of the day to 
keep a record of legitimate ex­ 
penses that are deductible on 
federal income taxes. 
Maybe when all the tax deduc­ 
tions are added up, the treasury 
will wish it had never made such 
a fuss about expense accounts 
and had centered its attention in­ 
stead on ferreting out those who 
were really cheating. Checking 
expense-account items is likely to 
be 
a big 
headache and 
may 
easily cost the government more 
than it takes in as a result of 
the new check-up. 
One thing is clear—millions of 
citizens do not know that, by 
reason of their carelessness in 
keeping track of deuctible ex­ 
penses, they are depriving them ­ 
selves of tax deductions and are, 
in effect, donating big sums to 
the federal government.

National AAU

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Infant American Basketball League Forced To Suspend Operations 


Losses So Far 
This Season 
Are $250,000 


Operations Halted 
Monday; Scramble 
For Players Seen

CHICAGO (UPI) - T h e infant 
American 
Basketball 
L e a g u e 
(ABL' folded Monday because it 
couldn’t make a three-point bas­ 
ket pay off in the tough world of 
professional basketball. 
ABL commissioner Abe Saper- 
stein, who once found the key to 
basketball riches with his Har­ 
lem Globetrotters, announced that 
the six-team loop would suspend 
operations as of Monday. 
Every team in the loop was 
losing money in the ABL's sec­ 
ond year of operations. Saper­ 
stein said in an announcement 
from the league's Chicago head­ 
quarters. and “projected season- 
long losses did not justify con­ 
tinuance.” 
The folding of the ABL meant 
a scramble of players seeking to 
stay in pro basketball by catch­ 
ing on with the National Basket­ 
ball Association (NBA). 
Lucas In Demand 
The prize catch, if he’s still in 
the running, would be Jerry Lu­ 
cas. 
the 
wondrous all-America 
from Ohio State who elected last 
year to sign 
with the ABL’s 
Cleveland 
Pipers. 
The 
Pipers 
then were hoping for an NBA 
franchise, but they didn’t get one 
and haven't competed in the ABL 
this year. Lucas has yet to play 
a game of pro basketball. 
Frank Lane, manager of the 
last-place NBA Chicago Zephyrs, 
waited only 15 minutes after the 
ABL’s obituary notice before an­ 
nouncing he was interested in 
three players — Larry Staverman 
and Maurice King of the Kansas 
City Steers and Roger Kaiser of 
the 
Philadelphia 
Tapers. 
The 
Zephyrs have NBA rights to all 
three, he said. 
More prosperous NBA owners 
were not as eager to reach into 
the grab bag. Owner Bill Kerner 
of the St. Louis Hawks said he 
had rights to high - scorer Bill; 
Bridges of the Steers, but “we're 
not in a position” to start making 
offers. 
Lane Criticized 
‘ Lane will grab everybody, just 
anybody,” Kerner said 
There 
was 
also 
an 
outside 
chance that some of the better 
situated teams which joined Sap- 
erstein's venture into big time 
basketball last year would wind 
up in the NBA. Chances were 
less bright for the ABL’s major 
basketball 
innovation, 
a 
three- 
point basket for shots launched 25 
feet or more away from the buck­ 
et. 


Kansas City owner Ken Krueg­ 
er was one ABL operator who re­ 
fused to give up. He said he hoped 
to reorganize the ABL under a 
new commissioner 
and. failing 
that, try to get into the NBA. 
“This is just horrible.” he said. 
Just for the record, Saperstein 
declared Kansas City the winner 
of the ABL's second and last sea­ 
son with a 22-9 record. Other club 
finishes and records were Long 
Beach 
Chiefs 
16-8, 
Pittsburgh 
Bens 12-10, Oakland Oaks 11-14, 
Philadelphia 
Tapers 
10-18 
and 
Chicago Majors 8-20. 
Saperstein, who ow-ned the Ma­ 
jors, had already revealed that 
the league lost $1 million in its 
first year of operation. Losses so 
far this year were estimated at 
$250,000, with more in sight.

Ju s t a century ago I.*U n 
American republics protested 
that their erstwhile protector from European 
invasion was violating its owm Monroe Doc­ 
trine. The governments of Costa R ica, E l 
Salvador, G\iatemala, Honduras and Nica- 
rag\ia voiced through their diplomatic agents 
in Wa.shington, strong opposition to "the 
Chiriqui project’ and the sending of any 
such colonie.H to their respective territories. 
This was a reaction to a plan approved by 
President Lincoln for resettlement of eman­ 
cipated slaves

Lincoln issued his provisional Em ancipa­ 
tion Proclamation of Sept. 22. 1862, just 11 
days after he had ordered a contract signed 
between the IT. S. government and the Chiri-

formed by U. S. business men to develop a 
large concession in the isthmus of Panam a 
(then still part of Colombia>. An Atlantic to 
Pacific railway had been opened across the 


isthmus In 1855 successfully; It was manU 
fe.stly possible to connect the Chiriqui area, 
which was deemed to have valuable natural 
re.sources, with ports on both oceans. 
The contract stipulated that the compa­ 
ny’s lands w’ould be open to any Negro emi­ 
grants and deportees from the U. S.

Did Lincoln actually con­ 
sider deporting freed Negroes? Yes, says

The elections precede the form al 
opening of the G eneral A ssem bly’s 
90-day session a t noon W ednesday 
and will culm inate m onths of jock­ 
eying for the top posts. 
R epublicans have already held 
their p arty m eetings. They chose 
Sen. H arry T. Phoebus of Som ­ 
erset County 
as m inority floor 
leader for the seven GOP senators 
and Del. J. Glenn Beall J r. of 
A llegany as m inority leader for 
the 25 house R epublicans. 
Although a decision on top offi­ 
cers is expected to com e quickly, 
it m ay tak e m ost of the w eek to 
iron out the organization of the 
rest of the G eneral A ssem bly. As­ 
signing m em bers to the various 
com m ittees and deciding who will 
head these com m ittees could tak e 
several days. 
The Senate is m ore likely to 
com plete 
its 
organization 
first. 
Sen. H. W inship W heatley J r., D- 
P rin ce G eorges, is reported in line 
to becom e ch airm an of the finance 
com m ittee, and if the post is left 
com bined w ith th a t of m ajority 
floor leader, to also hold th at key 
job. If the two jobs a re split, Sen. 
Ja m e s A. Pine, D-Balto County, 
probably will be the m ajo rity floor 
leader. 


Judgeship Involved 
Sen. F red erick C. M alkus J r., 
a 16-year legislative v eteran from 
D orchester County, w as contesting 
Ja m e s for the Senate presidency, 
but reportedly h as agreed to re ­ 
tain the chairm an sh ip of the pow­ 
erful judicial proceedings com m it­ 
tee he has held the last eight 
years. He could becom e president 
of the Senate late r in the term if 
Ja m e s leaves the legislature for 
a proposed judgeship, w hich has 
been rum ored.

Deli­ 
cacies, such as we were strangers to then, and would be 
for a long tim e to come, found their way from Mrs. Lin­ 
coln’s hand to our camp on the green hillside; while little 
Tad, the president's son, was a great favorite with the 
boys.”

Merger 
Approved 


ICC Decision 
Effective Feb. 4

WASHINGTON, 
(AP) - The 
money-making Chesapeake & Ohio 
Railway 
won 
official 
sanction 
Monday for its plan to acquire 
control of the financially faltering 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad. 
The Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission authorized this prelim­ 
inary move toward a proposed 
merger of the two lines despite 
protests by the antitrust division 
of the Justice Department and 
others. 
The stock control plan was de­ 
scribed by its proponents as a 
necessary combination of “the 
weak and the strong” and at­ 
tacked by its critics as a threat 
to the jobs of more than 2,300 
employes of both lines and as a 
competitive danger to other rail­ 
roads. 
The ICC, which has had the 
case before it since June 14, 1960, 
said its decision will become ef­ 
fective in 35 days, or Feb. 4. This 
will allow time for possible court 
challenges which could delay the 
merger. 
The Justice Department wanted 
the commission to study the facts 
further and then consolidate the 
case with two other big Eastern 
railroad merger plans now await 
ing action. These involve the pro­ 
posed consolidations of the Penn 
Sylvania with the New York Cen­ 
tral, and the Norfolk & Western 
with the Nickel Plate and Wabash 
lines. 
Lawyers for the Justice Depart­ 
ment contended the three cases 
involve a possible restructuring of 
the entire railroad industry in the 
East. 
The Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission, however, decided there 
was a need for expedited action 
in 
the 
C&O-B&O 
case 
which 
“overrides any possible benefit” 
that could be derived by waiting 
and deciding all three merger 
plans at once. 
Asserting the needs of commerce 
and national defense are “of para­ 
mount importance to the coun­ 
try,” the commission said: 
“We consider that our approval 
herein will result in a financial 
strengthening of B&O and permit 
it to make improvements neces­ 
sary to meet adequately the trans­ 
portation service which it may 
reasonably be expected to pro­ 
vide. 
The agency said it was not clos­ 
ing the door to possible consolida­ 
tion of the two other cases. 
In stressing that Monday’s deci­ 
sion involves only stock control, 
the ICO since the exchange of 
securities would strengthen the 
financial condition of the B & O, 
which has been losing money 
steadily during recent years. 
Counsel for the C&O contended 
the deal would give the B&O 
money with which to improve its 
equipment and at the same time 
would give the C&O a chance to 
expand its territory of operations 
and diversify its traffic load. 
Approval of the control plan. 
which is viewed in industry cir­ 
cles as the first major step to­ 
ward the eventual development 
of three major rail systems in the 
East, sent B&O issues upward on 
the New York Stock Exchange.
